The fltst female visilnr was a 
Mrs. Mason, of Brooklyn, a lady neatly fifty 
Jturs old. Diiiitya conversation with the 
•wife of a former hotel proprietor, who spent 
two winters in tho valley, the writer has 
gleaned many imeicsllne incidents. 


ilv Oct. ] theloniists'had ull left, and tbe 


hotels wore closed. The saddle horses, over 
three hundred In number, had been sent to 
Jlig Oak Flat and on toward Sonora, where 
lliey were wintered. Two were Killed by

dreamy lundscupu and dealb-Siko stillness 
when the rnarins; of the falls uas hushed 
created a lasting Impression. 


During the winter one of the Indies was 


badly burned by tho explosion of a keiosene 
lamp.

Vorfc Times says : "Doc." Clow, as he is 
Known lo Railroad men, but whose right 
name li Albert Clow, li one of the 12 
tbroiijh baegagemeu in the employment of 
ihe New York Ceulral and Hudson River 
Kallroad Company, and his route is from 
New York to Buffalo. 
Hn has probably 


been in more "smash-ups " than any other 
railroad man iu tbe United Stales, and has 
seen men killed alongside of him right and 
lift, but, with one exception, be has always 
come out without receiving any injury of 
any account. Twelve years ago he was on 
a mils; train which ran off a switch near 
Montrose, Hudson Kiver Railroad. Hiscar 
was upset and broken, and a tramp was 
killed, but "Doc" came out of the ruins 
all light. Ho was on a STonkers tiain which 
ran into another passenger train. 
Four 


cars were smashed, and several persons hurt 
but "Dock" crawled out from under a car 
and helped to clear tbe track. 
He was 


through baggageman on the Pacific Express 
Iram which came into collision with an oil 
train on the New Hamburg draw-bridge 
and a'nothor man was In with him. 
The 


car, when the train struck the oil train 
turned over on its side, and bumped along 
over tha trestle-work before it came to the 
horrible chasm into which it plunged. As 
it lay on its side, the door was, of course 
on top, and through it "Doc" crawled, and| 
as he reached tha opening, a, terrific joltlii" 
hurled hini on the ice below, ovur which the 
binning keiosene from the bursted oil cars 
were flowing, but he managed to crawl to 
safety, receiving only a slight singing. 
The 


other man was canied down into the liver 
beneath the draw, with the car, and killed 
and in ail the cars that nent throu"h the 
bridge, "Doc" was the only person saved. 
I wo or three years ago, Clow's train was i.i 
a collision near Greensbiirg. His ba«-age 
car was torn to pieces, and he was smashed 
In with the baggage, but not a hone was 
broken. A year after, another collision oc- 
curred, near the same place, and "Doc's " 
train was again in it. The baggage car and 
express-car were smashed to flinders, but 
once more " Doc." escaped, and a»ain 
two persons were killed. Then his 'car 
was run into by a car loaded wMi lum- 
ber at West Albany, and the lumber 
was telescoped 
into the bagga«e cur 


but as it came in at one end, "Doj" went 
out at the other. 
Some time after his n-aiu 


was run into by a coal-car, aud bis bama«e- 
car was wiecked. In this incident he 
jumped before the Clash came, and went 
overintoa ditch but nota bone w»s broken. 
A^ain he was a bag"uge-master on the St 
Louis express when it ran oB the track a 
short distance east of BuHalo, a few tears 
ago. 
I'hetram waa badly damaged aud 


the express messenger in'the car ahead of 
him was burned to death, but "Due" did 
not receive a scratch. In all tbese hair- 
breadth escapes he never received a scar 
But to.day lie carries a scar which worries 
him. It reaches from the center of his fore- 
head to the end of his nose—a sort of alg- 
z«g scar, as though he had haen struck hv 
lightning.
